hie was fired. The black man said 
they should uot burn Ins horse. He 
weut out aud carelnlly appreaehed 
tbe place. Seeing au India* by the 
light, he shot at him, aud let tbe 
horses out and returned Iu safety 
to the fort. 

He dared the Indians to come on, 
and ns there seemed to be not more 
than two or three that showed 
themselves, it seems they were not 
disposed to storm the loud but little 
gurilson. 

When the barn burnt down and 
all become dark, the colored woman 
insisted upon leaving the l'ort and 
giving the alarm lower down. She 
was allowed to do sb^and the next 
day the men cauie up and moved all 
farther down, and then the little 
boy, with eight or ten others, went 
tdltbury the slain, Lewis Canauu aud 
liis three children. 

Ho says- no one wept nor did any 
seem to l»e afraid while the burial 
was going on. 

After tho funeral the men, seeing 
no signs of ludiaus, believed they 
had withdrawn, and so they dis¬ 
banded. But late iu the evening 
one Indian killed a man named 
Frank lliffle, near where the brick 
church stood, and burned two hou¬ 
ses not far away, belonging to Jus. 
Lackey. . ^ 

Major Crouoh remembers seeing 
Lackey not very long alter the bat¬ 
tle of Point Pleusant. He could 
show the rock oil which Lackey sat 
and sung a war song, then very pop- 
nlat among tlie mountaineers, iu 
commemoration of that eventful 
struggle. 

In subsequent yoars Mr. James 
Warwick moved to Ohio and ^re¬ 
warded his faithful negro with his 
freedom for his gallantry iu saving 
the lort and the property. 

This Mr. Warwick is belieAed to 
he the ancestor of the Ohio con¬ 
gressman who rcpioseutud the Mc- 
Kiuley district a few years since. 

Headwaters. 

It is remarkable that so many 
West Virginia rivers have their 
sources in the same part of the state. 
A glance nt tbe map shows that the 
Greenbrier, and the several branch¬ 
es of Cheat river, head near the 
line between Pocahontas and Ran¬ 
dolph counties. A littie to the east 
ill l’endleton county is the head of 
the North Fork of the Potomac, 
whose waters eventually find their 
way to the Atlantic. Ganley rises 
in Pocahontas aud Glk in Randolph 
as does 'also Jygarts Valley 
and Buckhannon rivers, while the 
West Fork of the Monougahela and 
the Little Kanawha begin their re¬ 
spective courses in Upshur county, 
which joius Randolph on tba West. 
The extreme distance between tbe 
heads of tbe rivers named is not 
over fifty miles, yet marfy of them 
flow in different directions, but 
eventually find their way to the 
Ohio. The fact that theee rivers 
all head ro near together, has pro¬ 
bably been noted by others, bat it 
-is certaiuly one of the remarkable 
features oi our state.— Charleston 
Gazette.

jsidered the main prong of the river.
